Prof.- Robert J. Aley, elected state 


superintendent of public instruction 
last November, Is strongly opposed to 
the proposed repeal of the Indiana 
uniform public school text book law. 
Prof. Aley is one of the foremost edu- 
cators in the stato and his opinions 
upon public education and all related 
matters are important. 
In his long 


experience he lias come to know fully 
the merits of the present school book 
law and the old conditions to which 
it is proposed to return. The superin- 
tendent-elect declares he is in favor 
of retaining the uniform system of 
text books, and he sets forth among 
others these reasons: 


"1. State uniformity in schoolbooks 


gives lower prices than is possible 
when the unit o£ adoption is smaller. 


"2. It 
makes 
possible a uniform 


course of study for -the whole state. 
A course of study to be effective must 
be very definite. It can not be made 
definite when a great many different 
books are used. 


"3. Indiana has a school organiza- 


tion that makes it possible to use a 
state system of uniform books with aboard. 
;reat success. 


"4. If the present prices are too low 


to get the best, the remedy is in the 
hands of the present legislature. 
It 


can give the needed relief. 


"5. If it seems best to have a spe- 


cial board of textbook commissioners, 
that, too, is in the hands of the legis- 
lature. No friend o£ state uniformity 
feels that it is essential that the books 
be selected by the'state board of edu- 
cation. 
Most people believe that it 


would be hard to find a better board. 


"6. County and city uniformity does 


not necessarily mean better books. At 
least in the states that have it the 
books are not better except in isolated 
cases. 


.;• "7. The smaller unit of adoption 
narrows the selection to the few com- 
panies that 'are big enough to flood 
the state with agents. 
Missouri has 


ecently furnished a splendid illustra- 
ion of this. 


"8. The smaller unit does not make 


t easier to suit local conditions. In 
any county there is greater diversity 
jetween the, poorest and the best 
school than there is between the aver- 
age conditions in any two counties of 
he. state. 


"9. In the past county adoptions in 


:ndiana injected the worst sort of pol- 
tics into county affairs: It does tl)3 
same today in the states that have it. 


"10. The present law has worked 


well. The county system is not -work- 
ing well. The latter suits the big com- 
panies that furnish the books, but is 
not very pleasing to the people who 
buy, nor to the teachers." 


It may be said that the system of 


county adoptions has the effect to in- 
ject something worse than "the worst 
sort of politics" into county, affairs. 
The rivalries of book concerns and 
the warfare of an army of agents to 
effect contracts must inevitably lead 
to a widespread practice of corruption 
and grafting. The proposal to repeal 
tho law comes, as does most of the 
promotion of, the dark project itself, 
from outside the state. 


Once more and with almost an ex- 


cess of positiveness the Panama ca- 
nal is pronounced to be all it should 
be and more than was expected of it.

Light From Local Factory 


Now while the People and the Press are demanding that the City Govern- 


ment attend to urgent business by lighting Fort Wayne's streets properly—and 
stop competitive Commercial Lighting—let us take a look at the present * condi- 
tions. There may lie pointers in it for our present guidance. 


Local history makes useful reading sometimes. 
Neither wisdom nor foolishness was horn with us. 
Fort Wayne has sized up many like us and still will size when we also shall 


have joined yesterday's seven thousand years. 


Let us go back a quarter of a century in the lighting matter. 
Just twenty-five years ago in the January 27th issue uf the Fort Wayne Sen- 


tinel we find this quotation from Charles F. Muhler, a future Mayor of the city: 


"President Muhler, of the Fort Wayne Jeimev Electric Light Company, is 


quite anxious to light this city by electricity. Mr. Muhlor says'it will be the*best 
lighted.city in the west if it takes -JOO lights to do it." 


Fort Wayne at that time was a comparatively small city, its population ap- 


proaching the 30,000 figure. For a city less than half as large as the present Fort 
Wayne -100 lights would have made us in those days a marked city. 


Twenty-five'years have gone, we finally have our 400 lights—and not a score 


more—our city has meanwhile more than doubled in population and today, as we 
have shown by the actual figures, Fort Wayne is THE WORST LIGHTED city 
in Indiana. 


In the street lighting race we are recorded with the "also ran." In fact we 


have moved so slowly that cities racing by have mistaken us .for the grandstand. 


On February 3,1884, we find also in the Sentinel this d is eo u r a g i n g para- 


graph: 


"West Bay City, Mich., wants the Jcnncy electric light. Every place but 


Fort Wayne wants an electric light." 


From which we infer that Fort Wayne of that day hesitated to move f r o m 


darkness into light- 


After twenty-five years and under different conditions we find Fort Wayne 


anxious for the Better Light, but not permitted to have it, even after it has paid 
for it!

Does this spell Progress or Retrogression in self-government 1 
Do the People rule.or do they merely bleed? 
Twenty-five years ago the llth of this mouth the Sentinel made note that 
"The gas lamps in Fort Wayne are lighted by Philadelphia schedule. This 


leaves the city at the mercy of the moon about-100 nights in the year, lit is hoped 
the council will stop this codfish business, and Avhon if makes a contract next Tues- 
day evening have it apply to every night in the year." 


Well, the twenty-five years have galloped by, a new generation' is in the sad- 


dle, and "this codfish business" is still with us,'though electricity has supplanted 
gas as a substitute for moonshine. 


Now, fellow taxpayers, is there not a significance in what these early mile- 


stones on the path of city progress mark1? 
„ ; Have they no WARNING for us? Not even a call to "Wake up!" 


In a quarter of a century Fort Wayne, under the guidance of successive City 


Governments, has managed to move so slowly in street lighting that all' rival 
cities have outstripped it while scarcely any of them retain our still preserved 
"codfish business." Yet Fort Wayne has, despite its poor lighting, shown great 
general progress.
